same penalties denounced iu the 2d section. — 
Circuit Judges to give this act iu charge to 
grand juiies. 

4. This act to take effect from its passage. 

5. Any person or poisons who shall, by the 
use of spirituous liquors, keep or permit to be 
kept, a disorderly house over which he has con- 



trol, shall be subject to the same penalties de- 
nounced by this act.

now free, and a resident of K* -mucky, shall be 
ready to embark for Liberia, and tiiat such per- 
son has placed himself or herself under the care 
aud control of the Agent of the Kentucky 
State Colonization Society, to be transported 
to Liberia, that said board certify tlvat fact 
to the Auditor of Public Accounts, whose 
duty it shall he forthwith to issue hi* war- 
rant. upon the treasury in behalf of the Ken- 
tucky btatc Colonization Society, for the 
sum of sixty-seven dollars for each person 
so about to be transported to Africa, which sum 
shall he so applied by said society: Prodded, 

however. That not more than five thousand dol- 
lars shall be drawn from the treasury, in any 
year, unless in previous years from the passage 
of this act the full amount of five thousand dol- 
lars shall not have been drawn; iu which case 
any arrears of the annual appropriation may be 
drawn, if necessary to carry into effect the object 
of this law. 

$ 3. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of the Kentucky State Colonization Socie- 
ty, to make report to the Legislature of Ken- 
tucky at each session thereof, how it has dis- 
posed of the funds which may be drawn from 
the treasury under the provisions of this act — 
the number of flee persons sent to Africa, and 
the counties from which they were takeu, and 
the number from each county.

Thus ex -President^ Washington was res to red to 
the higher rank he had borne throughou t (lie 
revolutionary war; and thus it is seen that Con 
gross, Nov. 15, 1776, in the foregoing tal )le of 
relative rank, and again May 2b, 1793, recog nised 
the rank of lieutenant general. That grad* s was 
abolished in 1799 (as above) to relieve Pres ident 
Adams from the necessity, which would ouier- 
wise have existed, of promoting the next in 
rank (Hamilton) to the lieutenant gene. *alcy. 
i The quarrel between Adams and Hamilton had 
then commenced. 

The title or grade of lieutenant general i s also 
well known to the codes of several of our hates,

It 
was a great piece ot presumption upon the part 
of the convention t»» suppose that they belter 
knew the time ncceesary to transact the btud 
ness of the people, than the Legislature which 
had it under consideration. It. is a question 
very appropriately referable to the discretion of 
tho people’s representatives; and it is anti Dcm- ( 
crane to fetter the will of the majority, as ex 
pressed through their proper agents, upon a sub- 
ject of this character. 

The Legislature lias devoted itself with great 
assiduity and industry to the accomplishment 
of the business entrusted to it, but no amount of 
labor is equal to an examination and judicious 
action upon the various subjects requiring leg 
islative interference, accumulated during two 
years. 

If the Legislature should adjourn at tho end 
of the sixty days prescribed in the constitution, 
there will be left unacted upon, papers enough 
to fill a moderately sized room. Many of the

The Late Fire in Louisville* 

The Louisville papers of Saturday bring us 
detailed accounts of the fire on Friday evening, 
of which we had previously heard something 
by telegraph. The buildings destroyed were 
the block on the corner of Main and Sixth 
streets — fronting 105 feet on Main and 114 on 
Sixth-i-ncluding Owen’s Hotel, (which occupied 
the corner building and the upper stories of the 
whole block,) the Drug Store of Scott ifc Rabb, 
the fruit store of Gaetano tfc Co., and the mer- 
chant tailoring establishment of M’Grath <fc 
Redding. The fire is said to have originated in 
the Cellar of thedrug store, buthow is not known, 
as no lire had been used there. The contents of 
the cellar and store being very combustible, the 
Haines spread with great rapidity. Mr. Owen’s 
loss is very heavy. It is estimated at $15,000, 
which is only partially covered by an insurance 
for $5,000. He had recently expended $4,000 of 
$5,000 in repairs and improvements. He saved 
part of his furniture. 

The loss of Scott &, Rabb amounted to their 
entire stock

one on the same subject, passed by the Seuate at 
the preceding session.) 

Dec. 2t, I >51, the joint resolution was report- 
ed back to the Senate without amendment, and 
slept the remainder of the sedon. 

Dec. 7, 1852, (the second day of the new ses- 
sion) Hon. Mr.jClemc-ns again brought up the 
same resolution in tho Senate. and it passed that 
body on tlie 2lsf, l bv n vote 34 to 12. 

The excitement caused by an incoming ad- 
ministration ’naturally overrode and sunk the 
resolution in the Hous# of Representatives, at 
that session.
